Logan - W alter 
"anti­ 
dictator" bill pending before Con­ 
gress is a step in the right direc­ 
tion. It’s about tim e something 
is done to curb th e dictatorial

John B. Trevor, president of 
the A m erican Coalition, declares:

in 
1791 
passed 
the 
14th 
am endm ent 
to protect the private life within 
the home from the prying big 
nose of the governm ent. They 
enacted a law as follows: “The 
right of the people to be secure 
in their persons, houses, papers, 
and effects, against unreasonable 
searches and seizures, shall not 
be 
violated, 
and no w arrants 
shall issue, but upon 
probable 
cause, supported by oath or af­ 
firm ation, and particularly 
de­ 
scribing the place to be searched, 
and the persons or things to be 
seized." 
Today the governm ent 
doesn’t need a search w arrant, a 
governm ent agent just comes in 
and you are forced to vouch­ 
safe all the personal information 
about yourself and your business. 
He doesn’t even have to search 
to find your secrets.

tack. 


Death cam e suddenly and u n ­ 
expectedly. He was resting before 
supper and passed aw ay quietly 
in his sleep w ithout suffering. 
The body was taken to Emm er- 
son’s Funeral Chapel at B eau­ 
mont, b u t'it was returned to Palm 
Springs Monday for the various 
Indian cerem onies at the fiesta 
house, prior to the funeral serv­ 
ices held in the little Catholic 
church on the reservation. 
The Indian cerem onies at the 
Fiesta house started at 3 p. m., 
Monday, 
continued 
throughout 
the night and until 2 o’clock on 
Tuesday afternoon. 
There was 
much singing, chanting and feast­ 
ing. 
The funeral service was held 
in the little reservation Catholic 
church at th e east end of A n­ 
dreas Road a t 2 p. m., Tuesday. 
Requeim mass was said by F ath­ 
er Cowhig of O ur Lady of Soli­ 
tude church. He was buried at 
the Indian cem etery on section 
14. 
Old 
Moreno 
Patencio 
was 
known as one of the finest w ork­ 
ers on the local reservation. 
In 
fact, he worked in Palm Canyon 
the day prior to his death, and he 
was slated to work again the fol­ 
lowing Monday.

Pageantry of the Desert 


(By W. CHARLES TANNER) 
Captain H ernando de Alarcon, D iscoverer of O ur Desert. 
This year is of particular significance to Palm Springs, it 
being the fourth centenary of the discovery of our California 
(Colorado) desert by the invaders of the new world, w hen, in 
1540, just four hundred years ago, the adventurous C aptain H er­ 
nando de A larcon floated his three caravels over the sand bars 
at high tide, anchoring a t the delta of th e Colorado river and 
ascending in sm all boats, with the aid of th e Yuma Indians, to 
som ew here near Needles, w hile on the lookout to the east for 
Coronado in his futile search for the m ythical seven cities of 
Cibola: the quest of w hich w as one of th e most rom antic his­ 
torical pageants of the early conquest of America. 
Four hundred years ago the first w hite m en looked longing­ 
ly over the desert sands this side of Yuma, gazing tow ard the 
distant m ountains with fevered im aginations stim ulated by the 
vague fantastic stories of 
the 
native 
Indians 
and the lurid 
dream s of a few lone w anderers in their greedy search for the 
land of plenty; for cities of fabulous w ealth; chieftains of great 
pow er and influence, far greater, according to some of the ro ­ 
m ancers, than those of Mexico and Peru, from whom such vast 
fortunes had been w rested; cities w here th e common utensils 
w ere m ade of gold and gold ornam ents w ere worn around the 
necks and hung from the ears of the dw ellers in these im aginary 
realm s lying far over the sand dunes along th e w estern coast in 
th e unexplored lands beyond the horizon. 
Although de A larcon and his Spanish adventurers were the 
first to behold this enchanted land of m ystery and prom ise as 
they encountered it from the desert side, th e official discovery 
of California is accredited to C aptain Ju an Rodriquez Cabrillo 
tw o years later in 1542. w hen in his exploration of the Pacific 
coast in his search for a northern passage to Europe, he landed 
at San Diego Bay. 
N evertheless, the exploration of the eastern 
boundary of California by de A larcon antedated C abrillo’s offi­ 
cial acquisition of the land for th e Spanish crown. 
D eterred from venturing w estw ard by the shifting sands and 
by their commission to colaborate w ith the land expedition u n ­ 
d er the com m and of Coronado, w ho had turned eastw ard in his 
fruitless search, de A larcon erected wooden crosses along the 
Colorado river bu t left no perm anent m arks nor do the records 
establish just how far his exploration extended up the sw ift 
stream , bu t “85 leagues” took him , no doubt, to a point w here 
th e canyons begin. 
Some of the Spanish exploiters traded for a few years w ith 
th e friendly Indians of A rizona and California, their boats laden 
w ith w ares of exchange, with “com e and other seedes, hennes 
and cockes of C astile”; bu t found the sandy wastes across from 
Y um a quite im penetrable; not to be crossed for more than tw o 
centuries, when C aptain Juan B autista de Anza led th e first ex ­ 
ploration expedition across the desert in 1774, to supply the 
Missions, being founded and built by Fra Junípero Serra from 
San Diego to San Francisco. 
My m ural decoration on the north wall of the de Anza din ­ 
ing room a t the Desert Inn tells the story of de Anza’s two e x ­ 
peditions, in 1774 and 1775, when he crossed the desert 234 years 
after de A larcon’s exploration of its eastern boundary four h u n ­ 
dred years ago. 
Palm Springs should, before the year is ended, m ake some 
note of this Fourth C entenary of the discovery of o u r glorious 
desert by the rom antic de Alarcon, whose course along our east­ 
ern boundary was incidental to his otherwise fruitless advance 
into the new world, as C abrillo’s exploration of the coast two 
years later was incidental to his m ajor purpose of finding a 
northern passage to Europe.

To people living as we are here in America, 
secure in our property rights, in our personal free 
dom, our right of religious worship as we please, 
free to follow any avocation we may choose, it is 
indeed difficult to visualize the unhappy plight of 
those citizens of Finland, 1000,000 men, women 
and children, who are forced to evacuate their 
homes and possessions in the areas ceded to 
Russia by the peace treaty of last week. 
According to a broadcast from Finland, no co 
ercion is being used to bring about this evacuation, 
but the people do not care to live under Russian 
rule and are trekking to new locations, carrying 
with them what personal possessions are possible 
ii> the dead of winter. Truly a great tradegy which 
has befallen a courageous people through no fault 
of their own other than they desired to live their 
own lives in their own manner and in the whirl of 
modern dictatorship and aggression, became the 
unhappy victims of a foe which knew no mercy. 
Words of sympathy and understanding we are 
well aware, are wholly futile as a solvent for the 
present status of the Finns, but we believe the 
American people will continue their financial a s­ 
sistance until such time as all possible rehabilita­ 
tion has been brought about. This not only for the 
1000,000 evacuating ceded territory, but also for 
the half million which had been driven out of the 
zone of military operations where all possible dam­ 
age and destruction had been accomplished by the 
Soviet bombs and artillery. 
And thus is marked the fate of the little nation 
which made one of the most glorious defenses in all 
history in behalf of its own and the world’s de­ 
mocracies.— Written by Lou Benshoof, Detroit 
Lakes Record.

late in F e b ru a ry , passed a resolu­ 
tion calling

ad v ertisin g space. The resolution 
adopted by th e new spapers of the 
state of G eo rg ia reads in p art as 
follow s:

"G eorgia p u b lish ers consider it

o th er paid ad v ertisin g m edia to 
the exclusion o f new spapers, and 
a t th e sam e tim e to req u est free 
publicity fro m new spapers." 
F ollow ing th is up, the G eorgia 
Press association circularized the 
m em ber n ew sp ap ers as follows: 
"W e en clo se w ith this m ailing 
a re tu rn po stcard , and 
request 
th at you sign th is for y o u r new s­ 
paper an d re tu rn it at once. These 
cards w ill b e show n prospective 
candidates fo r office as indicat­ 
ing th e view s of G eorgia new s­ 
papers. W c h o p e it will h a v e some 
effect on th o se candidates who 
plan to use d ire c t mail, th e radio, 
and o th er p a id media, a n d who 
hope to get fre e publicity p rin t­

A pet 
idea in the Coachella Valley is 
th at the rise has been caused in 
p art by storage w ater of the M et­ 
ropolitan W ater D istrict running 
out of the Hayfield Reservoir near

from the sea, and m aking its way 
by underground channels to the 
sink. 
B ut the district’s engineers d e­ 
clare the little dab of w ater from 
Hayfield w ouldn’t h ave much ef­ 
fect on huge Saltón Sea and that 
anyw ay th ere’s an 
underground 
dike which w ould prevent seep­ 
age of that kind. 
The most logical theory seems 
to be that the two five-inch cloud­ 
bursts which

Eilers of Eilers' Resort at Dale 
Palm Beach last Sunday, and he 
stated Saltón Sea is rising so 
rapidly that he expects his re­ 
sort to be 
flooded 
out com­ 
pletely w ithin 
the 
course of 
several m onths or a year or so 
at the most. Mr. Eilers attrib ­ 
utes the rising w aters to sub­ 
m arine springs 
fed 
from the 
new ly-form ed Hayfield reser­ 
voir and other lakes of the 
M etropolitan aqueduct. 
Since 
these lakes have been filled 
w ith w ater from the Colorado 
river, the sea has been rising, 
he stales. Hayfield reservoir is 
located on the other side of 
a sm all range of hills at a 
higher elevation than Saltón 
Sea. and Mr. Eilers seems to 
believe that w aters from this 
new lake m ay seep through 
faults and flow info the sea be­ 
neath the surface. 
"If Saltón Sea is rising rap ­ 
idly now. w hat will happen 
when th e A ll-Am erican Canal 
starts pouring millions of gal­ 
lons of w ater a day into the 
Coachella Valley? S e v e r a l 
tim es as m uch land as is now 
under cultivation in th e Val­ 
ley w ill be irrigated and put 
under cultivation after the All 
A m erican Canal is completed.

RISE RAPID 


W ater level of the sea is said 
to be rising about three-quarters 
of an inch a week. 
Since April, 1938, the level of 
the sea has risen three and one- 
third feet. 
W ater surface of Im ­ 
perial V alley’s big catch basin 
is now 241.8 feet below sea level 
and figures from 
the Im perial 
Irrigation D istrict’s engineering 
dep artm en t indicate that it prob­ 
ably w ill continue to rise in fu ­ 
ture years until it has gained sev­ 
eral more feet in depth. 


ASKS FOR HELP 


Eilers of Date Palm Beach has 
w ritten to the 
irrigation 
dis­ 
trict to ask help in protecting his 
“$50,000 
investm ent” from the 
encroaching 
w ater. 
It already 
has risen around 
many of his 
trees and is up by his front door. 
Saltón 
§ea 
is 
the drainage 
basin for all of Im perial and Coa­ 
chella valleys, catching also the 
runoff 
from 
th e 
steep-w alled 
Chocolate M ountains north of the 
sea and from the drainage areas 
of the south end of the Santa 
Rosas and the Borego country. 
Carrizo and the east side of the 
Lagunas drain into Saltón, too, 
along w ith B anner Canyon and 
San Felipe east of Julian. 
A lot of w ater finds its w ay to 
the bottom of the sink, besides 
the waste w ater from irrigation 
of half a million acres in Im peri­ 
al. 
FLOODWATERS 


Two rivers—the New and A la­ 
mo—are the big channels carry ­ 
ing floodwater and waste from 
farm drains in Im perial to the 
sea. These rivers empty into the 
south end of the sea, which is 32 
m iles long, 10 m iles w ide and 
stretches from a point about w est 
of N iland in Im perial alm ost to 
Mecca in R iverside County. 
At 
the southern border of th e sea 
the land is so nearly flat a rise 
of a few feet spreads the w ater 
over a considerable area. 
Eight or ten years ago, th e ir­ 
rigation district began w ithdraw ­ 
ing lands below th e m inus 230- 
foot 
contour from 
cultivation. 
This followed Presidential order 
w ithdraw ing all public lands be­ 
low th at contour. 


RIGHTS PROTECTED 


One engineer has recom m end­

level, high w esterly w inds have 
blown th e w ater across flats in 
the vicinity of Mullet Island near 
the valley’s 
famous 
m iniature 
volcanoes, w hich spout steam w a­ 
te r and boiling mud. So far none 
of the m ud pots has 
been sub­ 
m erged at places visited by to u r­ 
ists, district engineers say.

Horse Breeding 


May the 30th is approaching. 
It m arks the opening day of the 
racing season at the w orld's most 
modern race track, the Holly­ 
wood Park in Inglewood, near 
Los Angeles. 
Only recently A m erica’s most 
famous horse, Seabiscuit, attract­ 
ed the attention of the nation. No 
voice was raised to denounce that 
marvelous 
horse. 
Praise 
and 
plaudits from all sides. Seabiscuit 
won the world's richest purse of 
one hundred thousand 
dollars. 
However, there was another great 
race run recently for fifty thou­ 
sand dollars—and won by Sweep- 
ida, a California-bred horse, and 
that is what 
turns 
California 
minds to ponder and think just 
what is behind the horse racing 
industry, where an unknow n na­ 
tive-bred horse sweeps ahead of 
some of the best Eastern bred 
and much publicized 
thorough­ 
breds. How is it possible t h a t 
Swecpida, 
a 
California-bred 
horse raised in the backyard of 
a Stockton rancher, captured that 
much coveted glory? 
Only five years ago no 
one 
would dare think that our own 
native thoroughbreds would forge 
so rapidly to the front. Our thor­ 
oughbred breeding up until the 
return of horse racing, was prac- 
t i c a 11 y 
completely neglected. 
There was no incentive, no en­ 
couragement, to forge ahead, or 
for our horse lovers to 
invest 
millions of dollars (which would 
otherwise be idle) in the thor­ 
oughbred industry. 
And today, 
only six years after the return of 
racing in California, we see the 
unbelievable. 
California 
thor­ 
oughbreds are today not 
only 
competing with, but beating the 
best Eastern horses in the nation. 
Such wonders can occur only in 
this Golden State of magic possi­ 
bilities. 
Just let us look for a moment 
at this thoroughbred breeding in­ 
dustry. In the recently published 
booklet by the W estern Fairs As­ 
sociation and California Breeders 
Association, under the title 
of 
“California A griculture and Horse 
Racing" we learn that there is an 
investm ent of over forty million 
dollars in thoroughbred 
raising 
and ranching, employing 
thou­ 
sands of people, and creating new 
m arkets and new sources of rev­ 
enue through additional taxation. 
In five southern counties, San 
Diego, Imperial, Riverside, S a n 
Bernardino and Orange, but prin­ 
cipally in San Diego county, there 
are 
many 
fine 
thoroughbred 
stallions, standing among them— 
Barguello, 
Boilermaker, 
B o n 
Home, 
Caltoney, 
Charmster, 
Claudian, 
Craig 
Park, 
Edisto, 
Ever 
Bubbling, 
Exhibit, 
Fair 
Ball, Grog, Judge Leuders, Ju s­ 
tice F., Macaw, 
M aster 
Tony, 
Moscado. 
M oonraker, 
Pénalo, 
Richfield, Sarada, S eth’s Pride, 
Sunshot, Sweeping away, 
Ted- 
sim, W ar and Whee. 
Speaking of California 
thor­ 
oughbreds, during the season just 
closed at Santa Anita. California 
breds competed in 214 open races 
and won 43. In other words, one 
out of every five races was won 
by native-breds. Besides 43 vic­ 
tories, California breds captured 
37 second places, 41 third places 
and 36 fourth places. That is a 
record in itself. Rancho San Luis 
Rey in San Diego 
county 
led 
California breds, producing 
19 
winners. 
Today, after only six years of 
the return of horse racing here, 
California is already, according 
to California B reeders 
Associa­ 
tion, the second state in the Union 
in quantity and quality of thor­ 
oughbreds, being exceeded only 
by Kentucky. Just imagine what 
will happen in several years from 
now. No doubt California will 
again lead the nation and t h e 
world in thoroughbred breeding 
—and thus again 
demonstrate,

back. 
The decline of stocks and bonds 
was from 60% to 92%, w hile the 
decline of real estate prices was 
about 40%. 
The total w ealth of the nation 
is about 330 billion dollars in­ 
cluding the land value of 180 
billions. Thus the land in the 
country is w orth more than ev­ 
erything else combined. 
During the W orld W ar, when 
taxes increased by leaps 
a n d 
bounds, and land had to carry 
its portion of the tax burden, a 
com m ittee was created to ascer­ 
tain land values. 
Mr. Hanson 
w as appointed on this com m ittee 
and he w ent to W ashington to 
study the m atter. Only two books 
had been published on th at sub­ 
ject before th at time, and these 
did not go into the m atter very 
thoroughly. The com m ittee made 
a complete survey, first taking 
up the m atter 
philosophically, 
then logically, then a complete 
analysis, 
and 
then 
appraisals 
w ere made. 
They found th at land economics 
was back of all city and rural 
developm ent. 
Mr. Hanson became a nation­ 
ally known authority on real es­ 
tate appraising, and he w rote sev­ 
eral books on the subject which 
are now used as textbooks in 
schools and by realtors through­ 
out the country.

or by both fine and im prison­ 
m ent. 
Each such firm will be 
deem ed guilty of a separate of­ 
fense for every day during any 
portion of w hich any violation 
of any provision of th e ordinance 
is com m itted or continued and 
w ill be punishable, therefore, as 
provided by the ordinance.

OPEN GATES TO 


PUBLIC APRIL 6 


In commemoration of the 22nd 
anniversary of the U nited States’ 
entry into the World W ar, April 
6. March Field opens its portals 
and extends a cordial invitation 
to the public to visit this field 
and inspect the various airplanes 
and equipm ent in use at 
this 
modern Army Air C orps base, the 
largest w est of the Mississippi. 
Although the public will be ad­ 
mitted beginning at 8 a. m., the 
day will begin officially with the 
sounding of bugle calls over a 
public address system at 10 a. m., 
followed by a descriptive talk on 
March Field and a series of para­ 
chute drop tests in w hich para­ 
chutes, attached to dumm ies, will 
be dropped from airplanes while 
the history and the methods of 
testing and keeping them in con­ 
dition will be given. 
At 11:30, 
an explanation and location of 
exhibits along with th eir descrip­ 
tions will be presented. The hour 
from noon to 1:00 p. m., will bring 
a lull in the activities to give ev­ 
eryone am ple opportunity to en­ 
joy their lunch. Sandwiches, cof­ 
fee, etc., will be available f o r 
those not bringing their 
o w n 
lunches. 
Attack On Field 
At 2:00 p. m., a w'elcome by 
Brigadier General F rank D. Lack­ 
land, Commanding G eneral, 1st 
Wing, GHQ Air Fore, and Col. 
Rush 
B. Lincoln, Commanding 
Officer of M arch Field, will be fol­ 
lowed by a sim ulated attack on 
March Field by all tactical or­ 
ganizations stationed at 
March 
Field attacking the field 
from 
different points of the compass 
and at heights ranging from 500 
to 7500 feet. This w ill be the 
first opportunity of its kind for 
the public to witness a concen­ 
trated attack on a given point 
and will be plainly visible as the 
planes attack the center of the 
field. The im portance of this type 
of training will be clearly de­ 
scribed over the public address 
system. The day officially closes 
at 3:00 p. m., with a mass review 
of all tactical airplanes assigned 
to March Field. Visitors will be 


able to rem ain on the post until 
retreat at 4:45 p. m. 


During the day, in addition to 
the activities in the air and over 
the loudspeakers, the ground ex­ 
hibits will be of unusual inter­ 
est. The hangar of the 28th Re­ 
connaissance Squadron will 
be 
the center of the ground exhibits, 
holding an ordnance display of 
the various types and sizes 
of 
bombs and arm am ent in use in 
the Air Corps today, a display of 
photographic equipm ent, and the 
showing of a 400 foot film espe­ 
cially taken for this occasion by 
the 38th Reconnaissance Squad­ 
ron show ing points of 
interest 
about the field and the film ing 
of a special flight m ade by air­ 
craft of M arch Field over t he 
Grand Canyon. Show ing of the 
film will be hourly. A nother fea­ 
ture exhibit will be a Link T rain­ 
er.- of which many have read but 
few have seen in operation. This 
modern training aid to pilots in 
the intricacies of blind flying will 
be operated at periodic intervals 
throughout th e day, as well as an 
actual dem onstration of the pack­ 
ing and repairing of a parachute. 
A modern N orthrup A-17A attack 
plane will be on view completely 
equipped 
w ith 
m achine 
guns, 
chemical tanks and bombs. This 
compact airplane, sm all and swift, 
is used in close to ground work 
in attacking colum ns of m arching 
m en with m achine guns and lay­ 
ing smoke for the attack by the 
more deadly bombers. 


Ample parking space will be 
provided as well as 
additional 
comfort stations and guides on 
duty throughout the day to direct 
the visitor to the points of inter­ 
est.

The whole world is hoping and 
praying for the term ination of 
ihe w ar in Europe, but the end 
doesn't seem to be in sight. 
It 
would end very quickly (prob­ 
ably would not have started) if 
some one could show the leaders 
of the belligerent nations w hat to 
do w ith the millions of men u n ­ 
der arm s and other millions en ­ 
gaged in the m anufacture of w ar 
m unitions if th e arm ies w ere de­ 
mobilized and the soldiers w ent 
home. This is strictly an econ­ 
omic war, nations fighting 
for 
foreign trade and colonies in o r­ 
der to provide work, food a n d 
homes for surplus populations— 
and yet the women of these coun­ 
tries are urged to bring 
more 
children into the world, to feed 
and clothe. Is it possible that the 
war m ust be kept going in order 
to avoid revolutions? 
This may be a harsh thing to 
¡Ay, but America probably can’t 
io anything about it until this 
country is ready to sacrifice its 
foreign irade and 
some 
other 
things 
that 
crowded 
Europe 
wants and needs. U ntil we are 
ready to do that, we m ay as well 
slay at home and lake care of our 
own internal affairs so that we 
may never be forced to face the 
same problems that Europe now 
has. 
. . . 
We are told that the U. S. 
navy is inadequate to defend our 
two coast lines, yet this country 
proposes to defend 
the 
entire 
W estern Hemisphere. Our adm ir­ 
als declare that when the present 
construction program is com plet­ 
ed in 1945, the U. S. navy will 
be am ple to defend continental 
A m erica against one 
aggressor 
nation, but that it could not d e­ 
fend 
the coasts of N orth and 
South America. All concede there 
need be no fear of an invasion of 
the U nited States now or any tim e 
in the future. But, to be ready to 
defend the republics from o u r 
southern boundary to Cape Horn 
we m ust more than double the 
naval strength and recruit and 
equip an arm y of a m illion men, 
w hich cannot be done for some 
years. 
We are told th at the U. S. arm y 
has 240,500 officers and m en and 
only 25,000 G arand rifles which 
are to replace the old Springfield 
rifle, and that it is the intention 
to recruit the arm y to 500,000 men 
who will need 150,000 such rifles, 
w hich cannot be delivered until 
1942.

A

Springs’ buying power, and Mon­ 
day's mail is exceptionally heavy 
for it is the accum ulation of two 
days. 
We w onder if the free publicity 
seekers have ever stopped to fig­ 
ure the w aste of money in trying 
to avoid paying for advertising 
space. The letters this new spaper 
received 
Monday 
represented 
about $1.50 in postage, another 
$2.50 or m ore in cost of envelopes 
and stationery, and probably even 
more than that in stenographer’s 
and clerk’s hire for letter w rit­ 
ing and m im eographing. 
Total 
about $10.00. M ultiply th at 
by 
600 new spapers and it is a total 
of $6,000 w orth of literature re­ 
ceived in one day by California 
new spapers 
to clu tter 
up 
the 
w aste baskets. 
Of course, there are those com­ 
m unities and organizations that 
actually m ake big news in which 
our readers are interested. 
N at­ 
urally, the new spapers are glad 
to get inform ation from them, 
and print it. 
Invariably such 
groups also use advertising space 
liberally. 
Every town in Cali­ 
fornia w ants to know w hat the 
rest of the state is doing, and 
the 
reciprocity shown 
by 
the 
new spapers of the state in pub­ 
licizing each other's comm unities 
is one of the foremost factors in 
building the state and in bring-’ 
ing m ore visitors to California. 
N ew spaper 
publishers, 
w h o 
are having a hard time to earn 
enough m oney to pay the m ulti­ 
tudinous new taxes, become ex­ 
ceedingly irritated w hen they are 
forced to open stacks of letters 
in th e vain hope of finding a 
check in one of the envelopes, 
and naturally they don’t feel very 
kindly tow ard the free publicity 
seekers
